SWIMMING DANGERS 
Hot weather, the country over, has brought 
swimming into the limelight as the most popu­ 
lar sport of the hour. Those who have the priv­ 
ilege of the beach or sanitary swimming pool are 
ex tremely lucky but a vast m ajority m ust de­ 
pend on the “old swimming hole” in the river 
or small stream to refresh themselves. 
Ex treme care should be used by those who 
m ust swim in the natural facilities. In the good 
old day s when sanitation was little heard of, no 
one ever feared the refreshing w ater of the river 
or stream . But the present is different. Con­ 
tam ination may lurk in stream s and small riv­ 
ers, especially following a long drought, when 
there has been no rainfall to flush the stream s 
and cleanse the water. 
Due to the lack of rain th a t has been general 
over the country , rivers are lower now than they 
have been for a long time. This should be w arn­ 
ing enough to those who are tem pted to venture 
into the water for a cooling swim. 
There are few stream s th at are not used lor 
sanitary purposes to carry off sewage which is 
not readliy washed away when the water is slug­ 
gish. And it is in this th at the danger lies. 
Parents will do well to persuade their children 
to rem ain out of the rivers and small stream s 
until conditions improve with needed rain. 


WEEDS ARE AN “ EYE-SORE” 
At this time of y ear, weeds seem to be the king 
of every thing th a t grows. It makes little differ­ 
ence w hether or not there is enough moisture for 
other plants or w hether other conditions are 
favorable, weeds keep right on growing and pre­ 
senting their ugly appearance. 
A city cannot be beautiful and have patches of 
weeds growing on vacant lots, back y aids, alley s 
and in other places of prominence. These un ­ 
sightly places th a t are evident, detract from the 
appearance of the community . 
This community has long been noted as a place 
of beauty . It cannot uphold th a t reputation if 
weeds are perm itted to thrive in prom inent sites, 
and enough pride should be shown at all times 
so th a t weeds would be kept down. 
Weeds are not only unsightly but they are in ­ 
jurious to the health of a community , and they 
perm it bisects and other dangerous infestation 
to breed and spread into the finer plants and 
shrubbery of the community . 
We should constantly strive all summer to 
elim inate these “ey e sores” in our locality , and 
keep this a place of beauty . 
With relief projects also under way it would 
be a fine plan to put men to work on the rural 
highway s cutting back the weeds which are now 
growing tall in ditches and in m any places up to 
the highway proper. These weeds obstruct road 
signs and also hide culverts along the edge of 
the road.
